ninety.two tons of food, and gives 
the non military reader the tm.

vice rations are more than ade- 
quate. Now, I, a military man, 
am paying 7HK$32 per month to 
buy extra food, supplied’ by the 
mess, to help augment issue 
rations which will 
three square meals a day. Also 
men arrive ut work daily com. 
plaining of being hungry, and in 
off duty hours spend: thelr time 
wandering round the numerous 
cafes in’ the Colony purchasing 
food at exorbitant prices, They. 
do not do thls because their 
stomachs are full, Just how can 
this food tn’ question be surplus? 
I suggest very strongly that this 
so coiled “surplus” be distributed 
numong the many service mouths 
rationed with the RASC, or pos- 
sibly sent-back to Hritain from 
whom it probably came in the 
first place,

War Secrets From The Nazi 
Admiralty Archives 


As early'as August 1943, 
when the Wehrmacht armies 
were still deep in Russian, ter- 
ritory und Italy had not yet de-

of arms.
